Hoping to take definite action on 
the matter, members of the Cali- 
fornia Toll Bridge Authority met 
yesterday in Sacramento to consider 
the rates to be charged for automo- 
biles on the almost-completed San 
Francisco Bay Bridge. 








State highway and bridge engi- 
neérs and the Department of Public 
Works recommended a flat charge 
of 65 cents for pleasure automobiles 
containing no more than five pas- 
sengers, including the driver. 

Lt. Gov. Charles J. Hatfield, mem- 
ber of the Authority, and the aSn 
Francisco Board of Supervisors ask- 
ed that a flat rate of 50 cents be 
made for pleasure cars, regardless of 
the number of passengers. 

The 65-cent toll asked fol- 
lowing a survey conducted to deter- 
mine the expected volume of traf- 
fic and the amount of revenue ne- 
cessary to pay interest on nearly 
$70,000,000 in bonds and gradually 
retire the bonds,
